County Takeover of Ex-Center Endorsed 


A Pottstown business organization Monday 
indorsed a proposal that the county take over 
the former Pottstown Memorial Medical Cen­ 
ter, North Division, as a facility to relieve 
overcrowding at another county institution. 
The group, called the Pottstown Commit­ 
tee, is made up of a number of business 
organizations, including the Downtown Pott­ 
stown Business Association, the Pottstown 
Area Chamber of Commerce, the Building 
Industries Exchange and the form er 
Minutemen. 
Raymond S. Elliott, president of First 
Federal Savings & Loan Association, is chair­ 
man of the Pottstown Committee. 
That group met Monday to discuss the 
possibility of a county purchase of the facility, 


and cited a Monday morning Mercury 
editorial as stating the case precisely. 


The editorial, after pointing out there is 
such a waiting list for admission to the Mon­ 
tgomery County Geriatric and Rehabilitation 
Center, Royersford, one has to have political 
influence to be admitted, suggested purchase 
of the local building. 


The overflow of people seeking admission to 
the Royersford facility could be handled by 
the former Medical Center North building 
with little expense in the way of alterations, 
the editorial noted. 


Elliott said his group discussed the 
problem, and the editorial, and decided 
unanimously to send a copy of the editorial to 


the Montgomery County commissioners, 
urging them to adopt the suggestion. 
Eliott pointed out the purchase of the 
facility by the county would provide a variety 
of benefits, not only to county residents and 
government, but to the people of Pottstown as 
well 
The Medical Center North building was 
phased out as a medical care facility when the 
new seven-story Pottstown Memorial Medical 
Center building opened last summer at High 
Street and Firestone Drive. 


Since then it has been for sale, with hospital 
officials hoping it would be purchased by 
someone or some group for operation as a 
convalescent home or nursing facility.

ATLANTA (UPI) — Hank Aaron Monday night hit his 
715th home run to break Babe Ruth's lifetime record. 
Aaron, who took the first step of this near incredible 
climb nearly 20 years ago, crossed the final mountain top 
in the fourth inning of the Atlanta Bra ves-Los Angeles 
Dodgers contest before a hornet own crowd. 
Southpaw Al Downing was the victim of Aaron's record- 
breaker, serving up the second home run of the season to 
the 40-year-old Braves’ superstar on a l-and-0 pitch. 
The ball cleared the left field fence at the 385-foot 
marker and in an unusual maneuver, Dodger left fielder 
Bill Buckner virtually climbed over the wall in an unsuc­ 
cessful attempt to retrieve the ball. 
Aaron’s climactic wallop on his second time at bat and 
in his first swing of the night. 
He had walked on a 3-and-l pitch leading off the second 
inning and scored the Braves’ first run of the game in that 
frame. 
With the Braves trailing 3-1, Darrell Evans was safe on 
an error by Dodger shortstop Bill Russell opening the 
fourth. Downing then came in with a curve ball as his first 
pitch to Aaron which was low and the crowd of 50,000 
booed its disapproval .

Council members were 
told imposition of their man­ 
datory demolition program 
on homes in two sections of 
the borough would cause 
major financial hardships on 
the owners just as they are 
about to have those hard­ 
ships relieved by the federal 
government. 
During Wednesday’s com­ 
mittee of the whole session, 
council members decided 
they would authorize the 
filing of legal papers in Mon­ 
tgomery County Court to 
have condemned vacant 
homes on Walnut, Grant and 
Sheridan streets torn down 
at the property owners’ 
expense. 
But Monday night mem­ 
bers of the Beech Street 
Area Project Advisory Com­ 
mittee protested, saying the 
five hom.es on Grant- and 
Walnut streets are within the 
project boundaries. 
And, said Paul Helms, 
vice chairman of the com­ 
mittee, the project calls for 
federal funds to be used to 
demolish those homes. “If 
the borough tears them 
down the owners will have to 
pay demolition costs,” he 
said, “and they simply can­ 
not afford it.” 
H elm s 
asked council 
members to withhold action 
on the Grant and Walnut 
street properties until the 
federal funds are forth­ 
coming. 
Yet th ere 
has been 
increasing frustration by 
borough officials and mem­ 
bers of the project advisory 
committee on the marked 
lack of federal funds for the 
project over the years. 
“Do you have anything 
concrete on the forthcoming 
receipt of federal demolition 
funds?” Helms was asked by 
W ilbert 
F. 
O’Dell Jr., 
president of borough coun­ 
cil. 
Helms said his group was 
anticipating state funds to 
tear down the buildings but 
Borough Manager Joseph D.

Turn blazer, the first per­ 
son to link the 72-year-old 
Boyle directly to the killing, 


said the meeting took 
less than a month after 
Yablonski announced his bid 
to unseat Boyle.

In 1929 he met Betty Rau 
and the next year they were 
married. 
In 1931 Mr. Claussen 
bought a photo shop in 
suburban Philadelphia.

western novels—with great 
success, his wife said. 
His first novel, “ Lawdog 
of Skelton Canyon,” was 
published in 1945. Thirteen 
others followed including 
“ Ride the Dark Hills,” the 
author’s favorite, which was 
praised in Saturday Review. 
For many years the 
Claussens took vacations in 
the West, and the author 
composed many pamphlets 
and articles about historic 
sites there. He was a mem­ 
ber of Western Writers, of 
America. 
The same year “ Lawdog” 
was published Mr. Claussen 
opened a photo shop at 132 E. 
Philadelphia Ave., Boyer- 
town. He retired from the 
business in 1969 but it con­ 
tinues under his name 
operated by his former part­ 
ner, John Breidenbach. 
Mr. Claussen’s interest in 
area history was sparked in 
the mid-1950s. His first book 
on area history, “ Pioneers 
Along the Manatawny,” was 
published in 1968. 
But it was after his 
retirement from the shop 
that his historical research 
mushroomed into a nearly 
full-time occupation. 
“ We would visit libraries 
and historical societies, any 
place that had material prin­ 
ted or written in the early 
days of the area,” said Mrs. 
Claussen, who helped her 
husband gather material. 
“ He would be reading a 
page and he would point to a 
passage and say, ‘Copy 
that.’

How long are the people of Penn­ 
sylvania going to put up with George 
Bloom? 


How many times must he ignore 
the rights of our citizens before they 
demand his removal. 


George Bloom is holdover chair­ 
man of the Pennsylvania Public 
Utility Commission. 


That term “holdover” is impor­ 
tant because it means he already 
was in office when Milton J. Shapp 
took over as governor.

and public officials 
The behind-closed-doors action 
couldn’t have occurred if a “ Sun­ 
shine Bill” in the House and Senate 
two 
m onths ago hadn’t been 


weakened by amendments before 
passage 
Without the crippling amendmen­ 
ts, alt meetings of the PUC would 
have been open to the public and the 
secret goings on which led to the 
Philadelphia Electric rate hike 
would have appeared in newspapers 
throughout the state 
What makes the recent hike even 
harder to swallow is the reason 
Philadelphia Electric gave in asking 
for the rate hikes 
“ Because of the energy crisis 
people are using less electricity, and 
our profits are down.” lawyers for 
PE told Bloom and his colleagues 
without batting an eye 
The entire nation is in the grips of 
an energy crisis — all patriotic 
citizens are asked to conserve — and 
all PE thinks about is its profit. 
And Bloom agreed. 
Next banks will be asking per­ 
mission to charge more interest 
because people are borrowing less 
If the idea catches on. there are 
numerous things which can happen 
Soldiers can demand double pay 
because there is no war to fight 
Your plumber can charge you 
double if you only call him twice a 
year and four times as much if vou 
call him only once each year — 
because he has to maintain his 
profit factor. 
If George Bloom is permitted to 
continue to prevail with his twisted,

We are in the midst of campaigns 
for the State House and State Senate. 
Maybe instead of pledging to 
“vote for the people” or “cut taxes” 
some of the candidates could pledge 
to oust George Bloom.

Exorcist 
The Exorcist is big now but way back in 1889 
possession also was the subject of newspaper 
articles 
W, Edmunds Claussen, Boyertown RD 2, came 
across the following article in The Daily Pottstown 
Ledger Feb 4, 1889. It was by Dr Andrew D 
MTiite and republished from the Popular Science 
Monthly 
“For hundreds of years this idea of diabolic 
possession was steadily developed. It was believed 
that devils entered intG animals, and animals 
were accordingly exorcised, tried, tortured, con­ 
victed and executed. The great St. Ambrose tells 
us that a priest, while saying Mass, was troubled 
by the croaking of frogs in a neighboring marsh, 
and that he exorcised them and so stopped their 
noise. 
“St. Bernard, as the monkish chroniclers tell us, 
mounting the pulpit to preach in his abbey, was 
interrupted by a cloud of flies; straightwar the 
saint uttered the sacred formula of excom­ 
munication, when the flies fell dead upon the 
pavement in heaps and were cast out with 
shovels! 
“A formula of exorcism attributed to a saint in 
the Ninth century, and which remained in use 
down to a recent period, especially declares insec­ 
ts injurious to crops to be possessed of evil spirits, 
and names, among the animals to be exorcised, 
mice, moles, and serpents. 
“The use of exorcism against caterpillars and 
grasshoppers was also common. In the Thirteenth 
century the Bishop of Lausanne, finding that the 
eels in Lake Leman troubled the fishermen, 
attempted to remove the difficulty by exorcism 
Did any one venture to deny that animals could 
be possessed by Satan, he was at once silenced by 
reference to the entrance of Satan into the serpent 
in the garden of Eden, to the transformation of 
Nebuchadnezzar, and the casting of the devils into 
the swine by the founder of Christianity himself

“You have to specify that 
stone to be laid on the paths 
must be at least four inches 


deep.” the government told 
the borough, "and outside ot

Hughes was the only one to 
have a bid m on time.

The steady customer often, 
regards her hairdresser in 
the same way the middle 
class husband does the local 
bar keep — as a combination 
priest to hear confessions 
and amateur psychiatrist to 
bolster the ego. 
The study quotes one hair­ 
dresser as saying: 
“Customer after customer 
comes in and sits down and 
then boom. You start to 
shampoo her and set her 
hair and the first thing you 
know she’s telling you about 
her sex life, her kids, her 
husband.” 
DEVOTED SERVANT 
But the class difference 
makes the hairdresser not a 
professional superior or peer 
for her counsel and sym­ 
pathy, but a devoted servant 
in the eyes of her customers, 
the study said 
So the beautician soon fin­ 
ds herself striving hard to 
*emember the personal case 
listo ries of every client, 
m a ssa g in g 
th e ir necks, 
telling them they are pretty 
and listening patiently when 
they telephone her at home 
and at work. 
A lthough 
this usually 
means bigger tips and a 
lo y al 
c lie n te le , 
it also 
involves the hairdresser as 


serv an t 
p u ttin g up with 
a b u se

customers. 
“We make a life by taking 
other people’s abuse

Once on the job, the 
women told Miss Kinzer, 
they must scrabble first with 
their fellow- beauticians and 
then with their middle class 
custom ers to m ake it in the 
parlors. 
After corralling a steady 
clientele by running down 
the work of other hair­ 
dressers to customers, “Get­ 
ting in good with the recep­ 
tionist” who books appoint­ 
ments, giving free extras to 
custom ers, and ratting to the 
owner on fellow workers, the 
beautician finds herself in a 
war of nerves with her clien-

Experience shows that when 
a side has 26 points or more, a 
game can nearly always be 
made. 
But mere posession of these 
points doesn’t mean the game is 
awarded to the side that has 
them. There is first the question 
of bidding the .game, and 'there 
is then the question of how 
declarer plays his cards. 
Take this deal where South 
mismanaged his assets. West 
led a club and declarer followed 
low from, dummy, losing the 
finesse to East’s 'king. Back 
came the jack of spades, the 
queen losing to the king, and a 
spade continuation drove out 
the ace. 


'When declarer 'then tried his 
third finesse — this time in 
diamonds — East won and 
cashed his spades to put South 
down two. 
The hand shows how easy it is 
to fall a victim, to habit. It is 
decidedly tempting to finesse 
West’s club lead, but declarer 
should rise with the ace more 
quickly than he can say 
Rumpelstiltskin. 
Taking; 'the ace w ire s 'the 
contract, while taking the 
finesse jeopardizes it. The 
finesse should therefore be 
rejected. 
If South were dealing only 
with 'the problem of winning, the 
maximum number of club 
tricks, he would of course 
finesse. 
But that is not his problem. 
He is trying to make three 
notrump,, and he .should not 
permit himself to be diverted 
from that by the opportunity to 
finesse. He should take the ace 
of clubs, play a heart to the ace, 
lead the jack of diamonds and 
finesse. 
If it loses, South has nine 
tricks. If it wins, there are at 
least ten tricks. He should not 
concern himself with the 
location of the king of clubs. The 
30' points he can theoretically 
gain by a club finesse are a drop 
in the bucket compared to the 
value of making a game.

Kennedy Will Decide in Late 1975 
Whether or Not to Seek Presidency 


BONN 
(UPI) 
- Sen. 
id ward Kennedy said Mon- 
lay h2 will make a “final 
jecision” on whether to run 
for the U.S. presidency “in 
ate 1975.” At the same time, 
le said he and his family 
would live.in great fear of 
assassination 
if he were 
elected. 
But Kennedy said in, an 
interview 
with 
the Bild- 
zeitung newspaper that if he 
worried too much about the 
problem he could not do his 
job well any longer. 
Asked if his family wanted, 
him-to become president. 
Kennedy replied: “My God. 
no. After what happened to 
my brothers, they are very 
frightened.'” 
Asked whether he himself 
was 
frightened, 
Kennedy 
said: “Yes, if I am honest 
“But if I worried too much 
about it I could not function 
any more. I would be 'mad. 
however, if I completely 
ignored the danger.” 
He refused to be pinned 
down on his a possible can­ 
didacy for the 1976 presiden­ 


tial elections. 
“I expect to be a candidate 
for the Senate the hext 
term,” he said. “I realize 
there is speculation (about 
the Presidency) and some 
time in the future, in late 
'975, I will make a final 
decision ” 
Asked whether he was con­ 
sidering divorcing his 'wife 
Joan, Kennedy said: “There 
will be no divorce. Only cer­ 
tain 
people 
are 
getting 
excited about reports that 
my wife is enjoying herself 
for weeks in Europe without, 
me, 
and 
is ■ 
being 
photographed 
with 
hand­ 
some Italians. I am not get­ 
ting excited. You will see 
that 
all 
of 
us 
will 
be' 
traveling to Moscow in full 
harmony.” 
Kennedy said in a news 
conference President Nixon 
should not be forced to 
resign, 
and 
that 
the' 
American political system 
continued 
to 
work 
well 
despite most difficult days in 
terms of the Presidency. He 
said he thought the House 


Judiciary Committee was 
handling its responsibilities, 
“well, 
fairly 
and 
objec­ 
tively,’’ and said if the com­ 
mittee were to recommend 
impeachment, he expected 
the house to act and the 
senate to cope and deal with 
it. 
Kennedy is on a fact-fin­ 
ding trip to Europe that will 
take 
him 
to 
Romania. 
Yugoslavia and Moscow. 
Looking fit and tanned. 
Kennedy talked to newsmen 
in a Bonn hotel and. found 
time to introduce his sister. 
Mrs. Stephen Smith, as “one 
of 
the 
prettiest 
of 
my 
sisters.” 
He lunched with Chan­ 
cellor Willy Brandt Sunday 
and met other West German 
leaders Monday, including 
Defense 
minister 
Georg 
Leber. 
Kennedy 
praised 
the 
achievements in the foreign 
field of Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger and said 
they were the best example 
of how' well the political 
system is functioning. 
On 
the 
rift 
between 
Europe 
and 
the 
United 
States, 
Kennedy 
said 
.America should realize its 
Atlantic partners mil pursue 
their own interests with 
some independence. 
“They will not always run 
parallel with the interests of 
the United States and there 
have been shock waves, .and 
areas of disagreement, but 
the 
United 
States 
must 
realize that a strong Europe 
will 
pursue 
their 
own 
interests with some indepen­ 
dence. ” 
Kennedy said he suppor­ 
ted Brandt’s call for better 
communication and open­ 
ness across the Atlantic.

the rest of the vegetable 
planting has to wait, he 
added. 
“There shouldn’t be any 
shortage of vegetables and 
produce this year, unless we 
really get abnormally heavy 
and extended rains this mon­ 
th and next,” he continued. 
“But we’ll have a real 
crush of work both in plan­ 
ting and harvesting if we 
can’t get to the work soon.” 
During the past 10 days 
more than 3% inches of rain 
fell in the Pottstown area, 
more than the usual amount 
for the entire 30 days of 
April. 
According to 30 years of 
record-keeping, slightly less 
'than 3Va inches fall in April 
and slightly more than that 
amount in March. 
Roy Kolb, Kolb Road, East 
Coventry Township, said he 
could have planted oats 
already but since he plans to 
seed that crop in com­ 
bination with alfalfa this 
year, the operation is being 
postponed. 
“So far I’m not worried 
because alfalfa will do well 
as long as it’s planted in 
April,” he said. “We can cut

His alfalfa-oats crop is to 
include 10 acres, while 85 
acres will be used to' plant 
com, mostly for his 90-head 
dairy herd. 
John Yocum, EIverson RD 
1, said he hopes to plant 30 
acres of oats which should 
have been completed by 
now. 
“ Although the soil is 
well-soaked now, we need 
only three or four days of sun 
and wind and it will be dry 
enough to plant,” he said. 
Yocum hopes to plant 10 to 
12 acres of oats this year.

By GEORGE W. CORNELL 
AP Religion Writer 
Stridently or subtly, the idea 
has been perpetuated that 
women’s work is housework. 
Many of them have overrun 
those bounds in modern times, 
but the notion hangs on, vocif­ 
erously or softly, directly or 
roundabout. 
“They should stay in their 
place,” the saying goes, and 
generally that means the kitch­ 
en.It was the blanket rule in an­ 
cient times, continuing down 
through the ages in varying de­ 
grees. Women were expected to 
stick to the mold — to keep 
house and get dinner on the 
table. It was the overwhelming 
presumption in Jesus' day. 
But on an occasion when he 
was specifically urged to affirm 
it, he crisply repudiated it. 
The masculine-dominated en­ 
vironment in which he lived 
was so steeped in. the view that 
women belonged strictly in the 
home that one Jewish scholar 
of the times, Philo, maintained 
that women ought not to leave 
their households except to go to 
synagogue. 
Even there, they were segre­ 
gated and were not counted in 
making up a quorum, being 
classified with children and 
slaves who also were not quali­ 
fied. Similarly, at the Temple 
in Jerusalem, women were re­ 
stricted to a woman's court five 
steps below the Court of Israel 
— for men only. 
Women were not included in 
the synagogue schools, and 
there was no chance at all for 
them to enter the professions or 
the academies to study philoso­ 
phy, law, history, writing or 
other matters. Even at home, 
in thoughtful discussions among 
men, women were out of it. 
But Jesus contravened those 
norms, including the ster­ 
eotyping of women strictly as 
household labor. 
“Jesus was a woman’s advo­ 
cate,” writes theologian Wil­ 
liam E. Phipps. “Unlike Con- 
fucious, Guatama, Hillei, Mo­ 
hammed and Aquinas • — to 
single out a few top-ranking re­ 
ligious geniuses of world cul­ 
ture — Jesus attempted to 
break the domestic drudge 
mold in w hich woman has com­ 
monly been cast.” 
The case in which he ex­ 
plicitly rejected the kitchen- 
bound convention for women in­ 
volved a young suburban wom­ 
an, Mary, and her sister, Mar­ 
tha. He loved them both, John 
11:5 notes. But there was a 
sharp difference between them, 
projected in the following 
scene: 
Slamming the door, Mary’ 
bolted from the house and 
headed toward a wooded knoll 
where she often retreated td 
gather her wits when these 
tempestuous moods came over 
her. She had to get away, to 
break free, to fly from the 
smothering demands that she 
be “womanly,” that she give in 
and subscribe to the domestic 


pattern. She just didn't fit. She 
was her own person, an individ­ 
ual. 
Her pace slowed as she 
climbed the hill behind their 
home in Bethany, on the out­ 
skirts of Jerusalem. She hadn't 
made herself the way she was; 
God had and nature, and pre­ 
sumably it was how she was 
supposed to be. 
She just didn’t conform to the 
conventional female function­ 
alism. Oh, she could manage 
the routines. But they didn’t in­ 
terest her — the washing, men­ 
ding, grinding, cooking and 
serving. Certainly she couldn’t 
match Martha’s fervent profi­ 
ciency at it. And Martha con­ 
tinually chided her about it. 
Outbursts didn’t help, though. 
Her fury subsiding, Mary re­ 
gretted the sharp argument 
with her older sister about it, 
the tension that had driven her 
from the house. The issue had 
arisen again because guests 
were coming, including their 
beloved friend, Jesus. 
She wondered. How' would he 
see it? 
To her, there should be wider 
possibilities for women than 
being mere handy, household 
a p p e n d a g e s , even though 
society had pigeonholed them 
as that, as housekeepers and 
c h i 1 d-bearers, without in­ 
telligence or competence for 
anything else. 
Mary paused beside the stony 
pathway, kneeling to examine a 
pink ffax blossom, its stem 
thrusting determinedly through 
a crevice in a rock. Such a 
lovely flower, yet tough, versa­ 
tile, surmounting its situation. 
She went on to the hilltop, 
hoisting herself up on the 
branch of an old cypress tree 
there, her private musing 
place. 
The 
Kidron 
valley 
spread out below, and beyond 
that the city and the gleaming 
alabaster spires of the Temple. 
“So God created man in his 
own image. . .male and female 
he created them,” the book of 
Genesis put it. The same “im­ 
age,” the same sacred imprint, 
the same hallowed human dig­ 
nity and high potentiality. But 
why didn't the world accept it? 
Shortly, Mary returned to the 
house, in time to welcome 
Jesus and his men, “Shalom, 
my sisters,” They embraced in 
the Jewish manner, kissing 
each other on - the cheek. 
“Blessed be your coming.” The 
women’s house was a favorite 
stopping place of Jesus, 
Martha had the footbowls 
ready, removing their sandals, 
rinsing their dusty feet and 
wiping them with a towel. 
Mary poured water from anoth­ 
er basin for their hands. They 
were soon inside, and already 
Martha was scurrying about, 
stoking the fire, bringing gob­ 
lets and a pitcher of cool water, 
lighting the candles, arranging 
the cushions on the dining 
couches, the triclinium». 
- The men stretched out on the 
sloping couches, the .highest 
end near the table, 'which was 
surrounded oo three sides, leav­ 
ing one side open for serving, 


which Martha feverishly set 
about doing. As Luke 10:40 
says, .she “was distracted with 
much serving.” 
But Mary, that imaginative, 
independent-minded sister, had 
followed her own inclinations. 
While Martha rushed about, 
replenishing the wine, bringing 
bowls of boiled lentils, salted 
fish and olives, fetching more 
loaves, warming the fig cakes 
in the oven to have them hot 
and ready, Mary sat on a floor 
cushion, listening to the men’s 
conversation. 
It was the customary posture 
of a disciple of a teaching rabbi 
— to sit at his feet, but only 
men were deemed suitable for 
it. Yet Mary sat there, eng­ 
rossed in the table talk of Jesus 
and his men. fascinated by his 
free, fresh way of amplifying 
life’s possibilities and promise. 
He made it a tremendous 
venture, a great, open vista, of 
limitless opportunity and hope. 
There certainly was more to it 
than pantry pots and smoky 
ovens. Of course, Mary knew 
she was flouting the womanly 
formulas by sitting in on the 
conversation. It was, considered 
undignified for men to share 
their discussions with women. 
As the rabbis warn, he “who 
speaks much with a woman 
draws down misfortune on him­ 
self, neglects, the words of the 
law% and finally earns hell.” 
Moreover, women weren’t sup­ 
posed to be instructed in Scrip­ 
ture. According to a rabbi of 
that period, Eliezer, “whoever 
teaches his daughter the Torah 
is like one who teaches her las­ 
civiousness.” 
But Mary, with her question­ 
ing, exploratory mind and will­ 
ful ways, sat there, utterly ab­ 
sorbed, taking in the observa­ 
tions of Jesus, his clarifications 
of Scripture, his vision of hu­ 
man grandeur and the infinite 
blessedness of human exis­ 
tence. He was wonderful. 
She hadn’t noticed Martha, 
except as a sort of whisking 
movement to-and-fro in the 
background, carrying, lifting, 
removing and filling, always 
rushing, until the older sister 
stood there beside the table, 
her harried face tense, a lock 
of hair falling over her per­ 
spiring brow. 
She spoke insistently to 
Jesus, “Lord, do you not care 
that my sister has left me to 
serve alone? Tell her then to 
help me.” 
Jesus, leaning on his left 
arm, looked down at Mary, so 
attentive and hopeful, then 
back at Martha, so industrious 


and harassed, both of them 
dear to him. He raised himself 
to a sitting position and said 
gently: 
“Martha, Martha, you are 
anxious and troubled about 
many things. One thing is need­ 
ful." His gaze shifted to Mary. 
“Mary has choseq the good 
portion, w'hich shall not be tak­ 
en away from her." 
It had been a rough spot to 
put him on, asking him to arbi­ 
trate a personality clash be­ 
tween two close friends, the one 
conventionally domestic and 
dutiful, the other a thinker and 
dreamer. 
As Jesus sized it up, despite 
t h e contrary assumptions, 
women need not be chained to 
the kitchen, and obsession, with 
it could be crippling. To him, 
there were other more impor­ 
tant concerns of intellect and 
spirit to which w omen were en­ 
titled and the pursuit of which 
he commended. 
It was a stunningly novel 
view in those days of almost 
universal restriction of women 
to the housekeeping niche. 
On another occasion, as re­ 
lated in John 12, when Jesus 
was dining at the house in 
Bethany, the impulsive, adoring 
Mary took a jar of costly per­ 
fume and anointed Jesus' feet 
and hair. An apostle rebuked 
her for it, saying the money 
spent for the ointment should 
have been given to the poor. 
But Jesus defended her, say­ 
ing it was a loving deed. 
“Leave her alone,” he admon­ 
ished. 
In upholding Mary’s particu­ 
lar qualities, however, he did 
not set them up as the only 
womanly format, any more 
than he accepted housework as

The election pits J. Robert 
Traxler, a Democratic state 
representative 
who 
says 
“Nixon is the only issue," 
against Republican James 
Sparling Jr.. who invited the 


President to come to the 
■district 
not to campaign, 
for him but to give Nixon “a 
forum” 
to 
explain 
his 
policies to the people. 


Traxler, 
a 
44-year-old 
liberal, has a chance to cap­ 
ture the congressional seat 
held by Republicans for 40 
years 
in 
Michigan’s 
Saginaw-Ray 
City-Thumb 
area. 


Touring the farm com­ 
munities of the table-flat 
Thumb, 
or 
addressing 
shirt-sleeve crowds in union 
halls in Saginaw, Traxler 
slams home his single issue: 


the President. 
“Inflation. 
Unem­ 
ployment. 
Rip-off of the 
people by the oil companies 
It boils down to Nixon’s 
policies, programs and the 
failure of his moral leader­ 
ship,” says Traxler. “This 
election is a mandate on 
Nixon.” 


The April 16 election is the 
fifth of this year’s special 
congressional elections; in 
three of the four held so far. 
Democrats scored upsets in 
longt ime Repub 1 i c a r 
strongholds. 


One of the upsets was in 


Vice President Gerald R 
Ford’s Western Michigan 
district, 
where Democrat 
Richard 
VanderVeen 
defeated Republican Robert 
VanderLaan last February’ 
Like Traxler, VanderVeen 
stressed Nixon as the only 
issue. 


Michigan’s 
8th 
Congressional 
District is 
populated 
by 
factory’ 
workers, 
city 
dwellers, 
suburbanites 
and 
potato, 
corn, sugarbeet and dairy 
farmers. About 45 per cent of 
the district’s 213,600 eligible 
voters 
are 
considered 


blue-collar workers. About 
38 per cent of them are 
placed in the white-collar 
category. 
Unemployment 
hovers 
around 13 per cent, double 
what it was last year. Layof­ 
fs are due in some part to 
cutbacks 
on 
auto 
and 
recreational vehicle produc­ 
tion because of the energy 
crisis. Inflation is eating into 
pay checks. 
“What a wonderful time 
for a Democrat to run in the 
8th District,” Traxler says. 
Sparling, 
45, 
spent 13 
years as chief assistant to 
former U.S. Rep. James 


Harvey, who resigned to 
accept a federal judgeship, 
paving the way for the 
special election. 
Sparling announced last 
Monday that he’d invited 
Nixon to visit the district. He 
said, however, he was not 
looking for a presidential 
endorsement and said later 
that the President’s visit 
need not be before the elec 
tion. 
Sparling, who worked as a 
White 
House 
legislative 
assistant for 10 weeks last 
summer, has called for a 
speedup of the impeachment 
process, but not for resig­ 


nation. Nixon, he says, “has 
spent too much time in 
isolation. He should get out 
with the people.” 
But Sparling has also said 
he w’ould vote for impeach­ 
ment if it were proved the 
President 
was 
guilty of 
wrongdoing, and has said 
Nixon deserves the chance 
to 
explain * Watergate, 
inflation, the energy shor­ 
tage 
and 
other 
matters 
which he said were of great 
concern to voters. 
Criss-crossing the district 
with a red, white and blue 
campaign trailer, Sparling 
refers to Traxler as “that 


ultraliberal Democrat guy. " 
Traxler calls his opponent 
“Nixon-Sparling” and says 
the two are “Tweedle-Dum 
and Tweedle-Dee.” 
“If we were underdogs a 
week ago. I don’t know what 
we 
are 
now. 
Since last 
weekend (when the prospect 
of 
a 
Nixon 
visit 
was 
disclosed) it’s a free-for-all 
right down to the wire,” said 
Michigan 
GOP Chairman 
William McLaughlin. 
The district gave Nixon a 
60.7 per cent margin in 1972 
and kept Harvey in office for 
13 
years 
with 
similar 
majorities.

Jesus Views 
Women in 
New Light

woman’s only calling. He sim­ 
ply rejected the habit of limit­ 


ing women to a uniform, sex- 
based type. 
In fact, it was to Martha, the 
diligent, bustling housekeeper, 
that Jesus disclosed one of the 
most telling dimensions of his 
ministry. 
This haopened, as related in 
John 11, when the two sisters 
summoned him to help their 
brother, Lazarus, who was ill. 
Delayed in getting there, Jesus 
found that Lazarus already was 
four days dead, the circling 
march of the funeral mourners 
in the fourth of seven days, 
their wailing chant filling the 
air. 
Martha, grieving, distraught, 
came rushing down the road to 
meet him, chiding him for 
being late, but still having faith 
he could help. “I know,” she 
said, “that he will rise again in 
the resurrection at the last 
day.” 
Jesus said to her, “I am the 
resurrection and the life; he 
who believes in me, though he 
die, yet shall he live. . .Do you 
believe this”” 
“Yes, Lord: I believe that 
you are Christ, the Son of God, 
he who is coming into the 
world.” 
The exchange with a woman 
sums up the core of Christian 
conviction, both of Jesus’ re­ 
deeming role and human faith 
in it. His keynote declaration, 
the only time in the gospels 
that he uses that phrase which 
has echoed down the centuries 
— “I am the resurrection and 
the life" — was delivered, re­ 
markably, to a woman, an agi­ 
tated. fussy housekeeper, Mar­ 
tha of Bethany. 
He asked for Mary and Mar­ 
tha summoned her, saying qui­ 
etly, “The Teacher is here and 
is calling for you.” Mary rush­ 
ed out and fell at his feet. 
Overcome by their grief, the 
account says, Jesus wept. 
In front of the burial cave, he 
shouted. “Lazarus, come out!” 
The 
dead 
man 
emerged, 
wrapped in burial linens. “Un­ 
bind him, and let him go,” 
Jesus said. 
It was one of the most stag­ 
gering, sensation-stirring acts 
of Jesus' ministry, kindling offi­ 
cial opposition that led to his 
crucifixion. He did it for two 
women, 
each 
of distinctive 
ways, each of whom he cher­ 
ished.

Clark, a “ Hee Haw,” star, 
hosts 
NBC’s 
“ Midnight 
Special” Friday. He will 
appear on “Country Comes 
Home,” an NBC special 
April 26 and performs at the 
60th annual White House 
Correspondents Dinner in 
Washington May 4. 
“For years country music 
was treated as a red-headed 
stepchild.” he said. “No one 
would ever admit he listened 
to it. People went home and 
closed the door and sat close 
to the speaker.” 
Now 
country 
music’s 
popularity is growing, not 
only in this country but 
around the world. 
“I think the main thing 
wras 
exposure. 
People 
became aware of it because 
stars like Dean Martin and 
A1 Martino began singing 
country music. I think a lot 
of people got their introduc­ 
tion to it from their favorite 
singers. 
“Also it goes along with 
the fact that country music 


has changed. There are a lot 
of new’ writers. The old 
writers were raised on the 
farm ’ and they wrote what 
they knew about. Saturday 
night was the big night and it 
meant going somewhere and 
living it up. Then came the 
Kris Kristoffersons and the 
people w’ho had no rural 
background. 
“They had a love for coun­ 
try music, but they brought 
a iiew understanding and a 
new depth to it. Kris Kristof- 
ferson 
and 
Mickey 
Newberry would 
write a 
country song the way Cole 
Porter would write a song.” 
No small part of this was 
“Hee Haw,” which zoomed 
to the top of the Nielsen 
ratings when CBS brought it 
in to replace the Smothers 
brothers in 1969. It was one 
of 
the 
first 
network 
exposures of country music 
and was followed by the 
Johnny Cash show on ABC 
the next year. 
CBS dropped ‘Hee Haw” 
in 1971. 
“ It didn’t bother me,” 
Clark said. He said the show’ 
was the icing on his cake: 


“I’d been on most of the 
variety shows, and people 
would recognize me in public 
.and say, ’Don’t you play 'the 
guitar or sing of something?’ 
“Then, ‘Hee Haw" and it 
was instant recognition. You 
can have five hit records in a 
row, 
but 
people 
can’t 
associate your face with the 
records. 
TV 
puts it all 
together.” 
Clark was born in south­ 
west Virginia and raised out­ 
side of Washington, D C. His 
own music is a mixture and 
reflects his experiences as. a 
child w’hen he w’as exposed 
by his father to all kinds of 
music. 
“I had a dream one time of 
being a classical violinist,” 
he recalled. He lives in 
Maryland and goes to Nash­ 
ville only to record or per­ 
form on “Hee Haw.” 
Clark said he has a script 
for a TV Western comedy 
movie in which he hopes to 
star. He is looking into the 
possibility of doing his own 
variety show or situation 
comedy. A few years back 
he was in a TV pilot called 
“Pioneer Spirit.”
